This sale bring 
to light the fail­ 
ure of one of Adams county’s ven­ 
tures which did not materialize be­ 
cause the produc t could not be mined 
cheaply enough to w arrant a return 
to the investors. 


In 
1918 the 
C ashtown Magnetic 
Iron Ore Mining Company purchased 
these farm s 
between 
Milltown and 
M um m asburg from John P. P u tt, J. 
C\ M inter and II. E. Riddlemoser. On 
those farm s 
they sank 
one sh aft 
ninety three feet de»*p which was op­ 
erated until rising w ater prevented 
fu rth er work. 
Not having pumping 
facilities to get rid of the w ater, the 
operations were stopped. 


The Franklin Operating Company 
in 1920 purchased tho property from 
the Cashtow n company, agreeing to 
pay the 
note due 
Messrs. Butt and 
Riddlemoser for part of the original 
purchase. 
Toward the latter part of 
last year when the F ranklin Company 
failed 
to 
pay 
the note 
originally 
am ounting to $20,900 the creditors, 
Mr. Butt ami Mr. Riddlemoser, en ter­ 
ed proceedings against them and re­ 
covered judgm ent in Berks county. 
Last December the Adams county 
court 
granted 
a 
lay 
of execution 
against the p e rso n a l property of the 
Franklin company but this month, at 
the request 
of the 
receivers of the 
Franklin 
company, 
it removed the 
stay. 


Rainless days and hot weather for 
the past week has had the effect of 
hastening the ripening of wheat in 
this section and indications are th at 
the harvest will commence in certain 
sections next week. 
Some harvesting 
has been done in the northern coun­ 
ties of Maryland. 


Predictions from various sections 
of the county are in agreement with 
the estim ates made by the State A g­ 
riculture D epartm ent that this y ear’s 
crop would be one of the largest ever 
produced in the state. 
There have 
been no pest epidemics in this sec­ 
tion, as has been the case in other 
years and which is said to have made 
inroads on the w heat 
fields of the 
western grain grow ing states. 


Farm labor this year will be plen­ 
tiful and workers are available at lovv- 
er wages than in the past four years. 
Despite the fact th at the employment 
situation her is not serious as is the 
case in cities and industrial towns, 
road contractors daily find it neces­ 
sary to turn down many applicants 
f i r work. 


Hay making, it is said, will go over 
until afte r the wheat harvest. 
This 
crop is heavy set and well developed, 
promising an unusually large yield. 
Lack of rain is being felt in the com 
fields and garden 
vegetables have 
suffered. 
While the corn is in no 
danger from the drought its early 
growth is being noticeably delayed.
